City recovering from heavy rains 


Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley declared an emergency 
situation in Romulus last week, as a 
result of the worst flooding to hit the 
city in at least 10 years. 

Some 500 Romulus home sites 
were damaged by flood waters, 
ranging in severity from ruined

northeast section of the city the 
hardest, was the result of unusually 
heavy rainfalls on Monday and 
Wednesday of last week. Up to four 
inches of water was dumped on the 
already soggy city in only a few 
hours on Wednesday, causing 
drainage systems to backup and 
overflow. 

The hardest hit neighborhood, 
located just north of 1-94 between 
Middlebelt and Merriman roads, 
began overflowing on Wednesday 
evening, into the Metro airport 
entrance under 1-94 at Merriman 
Road, causing massive traffic jams 
and backups lasting until Friday. 

Metro Airport was completely 
shut off from its major entrances at 
Merriman and Middlebelt roads, 
which prompted hundreds of 
travelers to simply park their cars 
along 1-94 or other secondary roads 
and hike several miles into the 
airport. Motorists and air travelers 
alike were forced to abandon stalled 
cars submerged in flood waters. All 
underpasses to Metro Airport from 
Merriman to Telegraph were 
blocked off. 

Even though several airlines 
delayed flights up to several hours, 
many passengers were unable to 
reach the terminals in time to make 
their plane. 

On Thursday, after touring 
several of the worst hit subdivisions 
and declaring a local emergency, 
Mayor Oakley telephoned the 
Governor’s office in Lansing and the 
Wayne County Office of Emergency 
Preparedness to seek relief for the 
flooded areas. 

Wayne County cooperate^ by 
tunning off several pumping stations 
in the airport area, which allowed 
the back up water in Romulus to 
enter the airport system and he 
pumped (Hit o? the city Tfc* pumps 
were restart several hours later, 
send mg the flood waters through the 
downriver creek system into the 
Rouge and Detroit rivers. 

As of Monday, July 16, 1979, only 
the Highland Industrial Complex, 
located near Harrison and Wick 
roads, still reported several inches 
of water covering its property. 

As Mayor Oakley explained, 
“Romulus uses the same flood plain 
as several other cities to the east. 
Twenty years ago, before major 
development in these areas, the 
system could generally handle large 
rainfalls. However, with the rapid 
growth and development of Romulus 
and some of its downriver neigh- 
bors, it is obvious we need a con- 
trolled drainage system, “a super 


ditch’, to handle situations like last 
week’s.” 

“I am hopeful the emergency 
action I have requested from higher 
governmental funding sources will 
result in financial assistance to get 
such a project funded in Romulus,” 
he concluded. 


With the July 23 deadline for filing 
as a nominee for elective office in 
the Romulus primary election Sept. 
10 less than a week away, 27 persons 
have taken out circulating petitions, 
but only four have actually filed 
them with the city clerk’s office. 

The biggest political plum, the 
mayor’s office, thus far has seen 
none of the five candidates cir- 
culating petitions actually file them 
for the record, including Mayor 
William M. Oakley, who has an- 
nounced he will seek re-election. 

Taking petitions from the clerk’s 
office are: Oakley, Ed Rush, Mel 
Morgan, Ed Fall and Robert Flank 
Ex-Mayor James C. Stewart 
recently withdrew from the race 
after taking out a petition and has 
voiced his support for Morgan. 

Morgan, a prominent business 
promoter and developer, is expected 
to give Oakley a tough battle. In his 
announcement to seek the city’s 
highest elective office, he vowed a 
clean campaign that would be 
waged as an all-out effort to unseat 
Oakley. 

Both Rust and Fall also took out 
petitions for council, and indications 
are they will concentrate their ef- 
forts for that office rather than try to 
win the mayor’s seat. 

Rush, owner of a family florist 
business, was successful in a suit 


The mayor estimated the damage 
to city roads, pumps, ditches and 
streets would run into the thousands 
of dollars. 

Because of the Mayor’s 
declaration of emergency, residents 
may be eligible for low-interest 


filed last year in which he charged 
mayor and council with holding a 
closed meeting in violation of the 
new state Open Meetings Act. 

A Wayne County Circuit Court 
judge issued an injunction against 
such further meetings and the case 
came to an end a month ago when 
council agreed to pay Rush’s at- 
torney fees upon advice of the city 
council. 

Council was advised it had little 
chance to win the case and to pay 
Rush’s legal fees after he agreed not 
to pursue the matter further. 

Fall was fired early this year by 
Oakley as director of the city 
building department and reports are 
he is working to defeat the mayor’s 
re-election bid. 

Plank, a political unknown, is 
given no chance to win the mayoral 
nomination. 

With Rush and Fall out of the 
picture as serious candidates for 
mayor, Oakley’s chief opposition 
will be Morgan. At 46 years of age, 
and with reported strong financial 
backing, the businessman is con- 
sidered by those close to the political 
scene in Romulus to be a formidable 
threat to a second term for Oakley. 

In the race for the nomination for 
city clerk, only Jerry Kubiak has 
filed. Kubiak is former director of 
safety and regulations in the city 
Although incumbent Leonard J 
Folmar has not filed, he is expected 
to do so In office for nearly eight 


home repair loans from the state. A 
spokesman from the Governor's 
office said a decision would be made 
this week, with an announcement in 
this paper.

An exciting race is shaping up for 
the office of city treasurer with 
incumbent Helen Gallien thus far 
being challenged by council member 
Beverly McAnally and former 
treasurer John Lewkowicz. 
Lewkowicz, however, has not filed 
officially. 

The contest for seven seats on city 
council to date shows five in- 
cumbents among 17 persons in the

Rowdyism on buses 
target of new policy 


Rowdyism and unruly behavior 
on Romulus Community School 
buses, a perennial problem ac- 
cording to school authorities, 
may be nipped in the bud this 
coming school year. 

Successful implementation of a 
new policy adopted by the 
Romulus school board in May 
could be the solution to stopping 
harrassment of students 
traveling to school on buses and 
headaches for drivers otherwise 
occupied with driving duties. 

Supt. James Garfield outlined 
the new board policy as follows: 


1) Students failing to properly 
identify themselves upon request 
from the bus driver or other 
authorized school personnel will 
be subject to disciplinary action; 

2) Proper identification is 
defined as verbally giving 
student’s first and last name, 
with verification by the student’s 
ID card, driver’s license, or other 
legitimate forms of iden- 
tification; 

3) Students will be assigned a 
specific seat on school buses 

“This action was adopted to 
strengthen existing board policy 


and to give bus drivers more 
control over students riding in 
their buses,” the superintendent 
explained. 

Garfield said students violating 
the new policy will be disciplined 
in proportion to the severity of 
their wrongdoings. 

Adoption of the new bus policy 
by the school board came after 
review and study of recom- 
mendations made by a com- 
mittee which had studied the 
board’s discipline policy, Gar- 
field said.

New VB Edison office to serve Romulus 


Hopefully by the spring of next 
year, 250 Detroit Edison employes 
will be hard at work in the giant 
utility’s huge new Wayne Division 
Headquarters in Van Buren 
Township 

Company and Van Buren officials 
Thursday morning joined in 
breaking ground for the 50,000 
square-foot structure, which will be 
located on 30 acres of Edison owned 
land on the east side of Haggerty 
Road just south of Ecorse Road. 


Estimated to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $3 million, the one story 
brick and block building will be the 
nucleus of Edison’s southernmost 
division and will serve western 
Wayne and northern Monroe 
counties. 

According to Robert H Kelley, 
Wayne Division manager, the new 
headquarters will house 250 em- 
ployes from five functional groups 
which engineer, design and build 
electrical facilities and provide 


service for customers in the Wayne 
Division area. 

The new building will be built by 
Michael T. Assarian, owner of MTA 
Construction of Southfield, and will 
be owned by Edward Cantor, who 
will lease it to Edison for a 25-year 
period. 

Dignitaries at the groundbreaking 
ceremony included. Sup Pat Cullin, 
Clerk Doreen Craven, and trustees 
Donna Hall, Fred Domen and Jerry 
Maton; Kelley and a host of Edison 


officials; Belleville Mayor Justin 
Emerson; and several department 
heads from the township 
Commenting on the new 
headquarters, Kelley said, “The 
building will house the customer 
telephone center with access to 
computerized customer records, 
radio dispatch of field crews, and 
appliance and meter repair shops 
for the entire division, which in- 
cludes western Wayne and northern 
Monroe counties 


“It is more favorably located for 
field personnel to provide service to 
Wayne Division customers than the 
presently leased space in the city of 
Taylor ” 

Kelley said the new structure will 
contain a meeting room facility for 
occasional use by community 
groups such as neighborhood 
associations, as well as for use by 
company personnel 
He added that sufficient parking 
space w ill be provided for company 


employes and visitors. In addition, 
site space left over will ac- 
commodate an operational center 
for overhead and underground line 
crews should that facility be 
required in the future 
The company’s Wayne Division is 
almost evenly bisected to the east 
and west by the new 1-275 Ex- 
pressway and is one of utility’s six 
such divisions covering a total area 
of 800 square miles and 32 com- 
munities

Gas shortage hurts 
MCF volunteers 


Metropolitan 
Detroit’s largest 
volunteer driver 
program is suffering 
from gas shortages and 
high costs, according to 
William A. Stengle, 
acting director of the 
medical division for the 
Michigan Cancer 
Foundation. 

He explained that 500 
foundation volunteers 
drove 32,000 miles to 
take 318 patients to 
hospitals for therapy 
during the first four 
months of this year. In 
1978, more than 600 
drivers helped 528 
cancer patients get to 
hospitals for out-patient 
chemotherapy and 
radiation therapy 
tretments. They drove 
more than 104,000 miles. 

All transportation 
services are provided at 
the driver’s expense, 
and are free of charge to 
the patient 

"Many drivers are 
willing to give their 
time, but because of the 
gas crunch, the 
Michigan Cancer 
Foundation is searching 
for an angel to help us 
defray their personal 
costs,” Stengle said. 

"In the past several 
years, the treatment of 
cancer has shifted from 


long-term 

hospitalization to out- 
patient care,” he said. 
"This allows the patient 
to remain in familiar 
and secure home 
surroundings. Out- 
patient care often 
requires frequent trips 
to the hospital or local 
treatment center. These 
treatments are 
necessary for life or for 
the control of pain.” 

Priority is given to 
patients engaged in a 
regimen of treatments 
and unable to drive a 
car or use public 
transportation. 

Volunteer drivers 
usually are required 
between 9 a.m. and 4 
p.m , weekdays. The 
trip, which involves 
picking the patient up at 
home and driving to and 
from the hospital, in- 
volves one to three 
hours or more The 
foundation’s local 
volunteer tran- 
sportation chairmen 
make every attempt to 
schedule appointments 
for the convenience of 
the driver, patient and 
driver are matched by 
zip code, to assure the 
shortest trip possible. 

“Volunteer drivers 
play an important role 
in the patient’s treat- 


ment program,” 
Stengle said “The 
driver is the patient’s 
only means of tran- 
sportation, and the 
success of the treat- 
ments depends upon the 
patient’s ability to keep 
every appointment.”

Bill would expand Govenor's powers 


Energy shortages, whether they 
involve gasoline, electricity or heat, 
could have a staggering impact on 
the State of Michigan and its 
citizens, according to one state 
lawmaker. 

“It is vital, that we be able to react 
to an energy emergency quickly and 
effectively,” said State Rep. Ed- 
ward Mahalak «D-38th District), 
adding that both the House and 
Senate have approved a bill which 


would enable the Governor to 
declare an energy emergency and 
assume exceptional powers for a 
limited time 

The Energy Preparedness Act of 
1976 gives special executive powers 
to the governor in case of natural or 
man-made disasters in that they 
usually can be seen coming 

“We at one time did have law 
which gave the governor certain 
limited-duration powers with which 


to cope with energy shortages, but 
that legislation expired in 1974; 
Mahalak said ” Given the con- 
siderable likelihood of energy 
emergencies in these times of 
growing energy resource shortages, 
it is felt that in the event of a severe 
shortage, the governor should be 
empowered by statute to declare an 
energy emergency situation and to 
restrict and direct the sale and use 
of energy in the state during such an

The bill approved by the House 
and Senate would create an energy 
advisory committee. Its duty would 
be to notify the governor on an 
impending energy emergency, 
based on state and federal data and 
other sources of information 

The bill would authorize the 
governor to declare a state of energy 
emergency after notifying the ad- 
visory committee or upon his own 
initiative. The state of emergency 
would last for 90 days, or until the 
emergency no longer existed. 

After 90 days, the legislature could 
extend the state of emergency for a 
specific number of days. This would 
be done by a resolution approved by 
a majority of the members of both 
houses. 

During an energy emergency, the 
governor could restrict the use and 
sale of gasoline or other energy 
resources, the order energy sup- 
pliers to provide service for 
essential needs. 

The governor could suspend all or 
part of a law, except one governing 
the legislature or criminal 
procedure, if he feels it is necessary 
to cope with the energy emergency. 
Mahalak said At the time of the 
suspension, the governor would 
state the extent of the energy 
shortage and would specify the 
provisions suspended and the degree 
to which they would be suspended 

Any orders issued by the governor 
would have the effect of law while 
the state emergency was in force. If 
the legislature extended the 90-day 
state emergency, any orders or 
directives of the governor would 
remain in effect, unless a majority 
of both houses voted otherwise. 

# The law giving the governor these 
special powers would expire June 1, 
1982, but could be extended by the 
legislature. 

“In an acute energy shortage, 
such as a shortage of gasoline, it is 
very important that corrective 
actions be taken quickly, in order to 
most effectively ease the efforts of 
the emergency and to reduce public 
panic," Mahalak said. “The bill 
would allow and encourage the 
necessary undelayed response to an 
energy emergency by granting the 
governor limited duration power to

Otherwise, proposals may 
pa^s or fail due to voter ignorance.’ 

It is advisable that y6u, the voter, learn as much 
as possible about bond issues. Some projects should 
U* purchased now, because the improvement is 
needed and its cost will go up in the project is 
• clayed Other projects have no priority and can be 
|Hiri based at later dates. 

Here is a list of questions a voter might ask 
themselves when considering bond proposals: 

Do we need the project now or can it be 
deferred?’ 

— It is acquired at a good price? 

— Will it operate efficiently? 

How long will the improvement last? 

— What is the community benefit? 

— What are the operating and maintenance 
costs'* 

— What will the bonds cost in taxes? 

Will the taxes have to be paid beyond the useful 
lift* of the project? 

What will the project cost with the financing? 
How will we, the taxpayers, benefit from the 


project’* in the short term? In the long run? 

— Is the project a mere patch which will cost 
more in the long run or is is a long-term solution? 

— What will be our overall tax burden when this 
debt is added to it? 

— What are the alternatives? 

— What happens if nothing is done? 

If citizens are informed — as is necessary in a 
democracy — - they will be able to fully appreciate or 
forcefully oppose public improvement projects, and 
be assured their tax dollars are spent wisely.

“Since it is nearly impossible to 
anticipate which specific statues, 
rules or orders would have to be 
suspended to be prepared for every 
imaginable energy shortage 
situation, the bill would specify what 
could be suspended, he added

This gubernatorial discretion 
would be essential for the most ef- 
fective use of emergency powers, 
but the possible abuse of such 
discretion would be tempered by the 
bill’s provision allowing the 
legislature to extend the state of 
emergency or allow it to terminate 
after 90 days or until the emergency 
situation is over, Mahalak ex- 
plained. 

“The bill is needed because 
emergency situations which involve 
energy are unlike the kind of crises 
covered by the existing Emergency 


Preparedness Act,” he said. "Unlike 
most other natural or artificial 
disasters, energy shortages can 
often be anticipated on the basis of 
monitoring information furnished by 
the Michigan Energy Emergency 
Center in the Department of Com- 
merce 

“With this kind of advanced 
warning and the bill’s emergency 
power provisions, the governor 
would be capable of responding to an 
oncoming energy shortage before it 
caused unnecessary hardship to the 
state and its ‘disastrous’ results 
became serious enough to justify 
invoking the Emergency 
Preparedness Act." 

Federal standby plans currently 
being considered by Congress would 
require conservation measures for 
the states, to be put into effect in 
cases of severe energy' shortages 
States would be able to receive 
exemptions from such plans, but 
only if they had alternative man- 
datory* programs which achieve 
similar energy savings, he added. 
The bill would authorize the 
governor to require such mandatory 
energy use restrictions, which would 
qualify Michigan for exemption 
from federal plans, and which would 
be more appropriate to this state’s 
energy needs situation.

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Councilmen may have to pay own legal fees

Attorneys are still working on a 
court order to conform with the 
opinion of Circuit Court Judge 
Charles S. Farmer stating that four 
Westland councilmen violated the 
Open Meetings Act in February, 
1978. 


The court order is expected to 
include a request for a permanent 
injunction against the council to 
prohibit it from any further 
• secret” meetings, although that 
issue was not addressed in 
Judge Farmer’s opinion It is also 
expected that the attorneys will 
suggest an order that the court 
assess the four councilmen per- 
sonally for the attorney fees of the 
Westland citizens who brought the 
civil suit against Gail McKnight, 
Nancy Neal, Richard Stempien and 
Robert Wagner. 

Although the originally-sought 
$500 in damages from each 
defendant councilman might be 
dropped from the final court order, 
the attorney fees; if paid by the 
councilmen personally, would 
probably run into the thousands of 
dollars. 


The only relief suggested by 
Judge Farmer in his opinion was 
the statement that “this Court 
invalidates the compromises and 
decisions made by the body at that 
meeting. 

This statement has left defen- 
dants, plaintiffs and attorneys, plus 
the city of Westland administration 
in confusion over the judge’s intent. 

However, the opinion of the court 
is not the final disposition of the 
case. It is the court order that 
ultimately spells out the relief that 
will be granted in the case. 

And attorney Dennis Dettmer, 
who represented the two Westland 
citizens, Anne DeSmit and John 
Auten, said that it is not his in- 
tention to pursue that part (the 
invalidation of actions taken at the 
“secret meeting”) in the final court 
order. 

He did say he wants to get the 
permanent injunction, because 
“my clients have from the 
beginning been concerned about 
ongoing violation of the Open 
Meetings Act.” 

He also said he would seek to 
have the court order the four 
councilmen to pay his firm’s at- 
torney fees personally, and not 
allow the fees to be charged to the 
city. 

Dettmer said he has talked to 
Charles Bokos, Westland city at- 
torney, who represented Mrs. 
McKnight, Wagner and Stempien, 
and the council collectively, and 
John McKinney, who represented 
Mrs. Neal. Once they talk to their 
clients, the attorneys will get 
together and discuss the suggested 
contents of the court order. 


The judge told the attorneys to 
prepare a court order for him to 
sign, an order conforming to his 
opinion. Although the 10-day time 
limit he put on the order has 
passed, attorneys have not 
presented the suggested order to 
the court yet. 

Original confusion over the 
judge’s opinion came from his 
statement that the “compromises 
and decisions” made at the illegal 
meeting be invalidated. 


Since it was the contention of the 
plaintiffs that the council majority 
and mayor had talked about

returning the fired department on 
aging director, Sylvia Kozorosky, 
to a job as deputy director, there 
was speculation that the order 
would require she be terminated. 

But Dettmer noted that his 
clients always had supported Mrs. 
Kozorosky and that obviously they 
would not want her to leave the 
department on aging 

Auten, one of the plaintiffs in the 
suit, said this week that he wants 
the permanent injunction to 
prohibit this council, or any future 
council, from meeting in secret 
again. 

He added he felt really good 
about the judge’s decision that 
found in his favor, saying that “it 
shows one thing The small people 
still have a chance to show elected 
officials that the law will prevail.” 

Mrs. DeSmit, recovering from a 
heart attack, was unavailable for 
comment. 

Reaction from the four coun- 
cilmen was to emphasize that they 
still believe they did not violate the 
law. 

Mrs. McKnight insisted that the 
lawsuit has always been a political 
lawsuit, “intended to harm us 
personally and politically.” The 
suit was begun while the plaintiffs 
were helping to organize a recall 
drive against the four councilmen 

Mrs. McKnight noted that in the 
judge’s opinion, he did not mention 
any intent to issue a permanent 
injunction against the council from 
meeting in secret, indicating to her 
that he doesn’t believe there is any 
danger of it occuring again. The 
judge also didn’t mention fining the 
councilmen $500 each, “a com- 
mentary that he didn’t feel we 
needed to be punished 

It was Mrs. McKnight, who acted 
as attorney in her own defense at 
the hearings, who suggested during 
her closing arguments to the judge 
that if he believed them to be 
guilty, he should invalidate 
whatever he feels happened at the 
meeting. 

It remains to be seen if the judge 
will be persuaded to issue a court 
order leaving that portion out and 
inserting only the relief sought by 
the plaintiffs. 

And if the invalidation clause 
remains, what would have to be 
undone? 

“Therein lies the question,” said 
Mrs. McKnight. “We continue to 
insist we made no decisions.” 

Wagner reiterated his belief that 
“we went there on good faith, and I 
don’t feel it was a violation of the 
act.” 

“I’d like to take a lie detector 
test on it,” he added “I feel the 
judge is definitely in error in his 
opinion.” 

Stempien said “I acted in good 
faith, went at the invitation of the 


mayor and on the recommendation 
of the city attorney ” 

“The amazing part is that the 
judge’s decision is in complete 
disagreement with the testimony of 
Mayor (Tom) Taylor, the council 
members and Sen (William) Faust 
(at whose home the meeting was 
held),” Stempien added “The 
whole lawsuit was political to start 
with ” 

Mrs Neal said she was 
“amazed” by the judge’s decision, 
and added “I don’t know how he 
could render it on the evidence 
presented ” 

None of the councilmen could say 
for sure if they planned to appeal 
the decision, noting that until the 
actual court order comes down, 
they won’t know what the specifics 
of the decision are. 

Among other things, financial 
considerations will have to be taken 
into account in an appeal. Mrs. 
Neal noted that she hired her own 
attorney, John McKinney, “so the 
city would not have to pick up the 
fee for my defense,” and a further 
appeal would be costly. 

The city of Westland has 
otherwise been paying the fees of 
Bokos, who defended the other 
councilmen and the city council as 
a public body in the suit that 
charged them as individuals and as 
a council. 

Westland Mayor Thomas Taylor, 
who was at the meeting and 
testified that he was there to talk 
politics with political enemies (the 
four councilmen), noted that as the 
city’s top administrator, it was he 
who hired Sylvia Kozorosky back 

after the compromise with the 
councilmen. So if there is a 
question of invalidating any council 
action, he needs clarification of 
what the court would be ordering 
him to do. 

Also, he might be put into a 
position of having to decide if he 
wants to appeal such a decision 
from an administrative standpoint, 
he said. 

Taylor added that “if it got down 
to a question of who pays the 
(attorney) fees, and the majority of 
the council votes to appeal that 


part (of the court order). I’d have 
to make a decision as to whether I 
would veto that.” 

Taylor said that from his reading 


of the law (“And I’m not an at- 
torney”), the individual councilmen 
would personally pay for the 
litigants' attorney fees 


All questions hinge on what the 
final court order will be. and that 
should be ironed out within the next 
week 


Sen. Faust blasts 


secret meeting ruling 


Sen. William Faust (D-Westland) 
had some strong words this week 
about the decision by Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Farmer that the 
meeting he hosted in February 
1978, which brought together four 
councilmen. among others, was in 
violation of the Open Meetings Act. 

“To use the common vernacular, 
I’d say the decision is a bunch of 
crap,” said Senate Majority Leader 
Faust, who maintained through his 
deposition that the meeting did not 
violate the Open Meetings Act. 

“I think the reason for the 
decision is the fraternity between 
lawyers and judges,” Faust con- 
tinued. “To find the councilmen in 
violation of the act was the only 
way to get the litigants’ attorney 
paid.” 

He noted that the attorney fees 
for the plaintiffs will amount to a 
“considerable sum” that the four 
defendants or the city of Westland 
will be ordered to pay. 

The, results of the case insure 
that “every attorney won,” Faust 
said. 

Dennis Dettmer, attorney for the 
two Westlanders who brought the 
suit, said he hadn't figured the 


amount of the fee, but noted that 
the firm did spend a lot of time on 
the case. 

Faust was called to appear in 
court, but when he could not make 
an appearance on the scheduled 
day. Judge Farmer allowed his 
testimony to be taken through 
deposition. 

“I don’t think Judge Farmer 
read it,” Faust stated 

Faust said that at the time of the 
meeting, when it began, “I warned 
them about the Open Meetings Act, 
that we were there to talk about the 
recall. That set the tone for the 
meeting, All discussion related to 
that.” 

(At the time, a recall petition 
drive was being launched against 
the four councilmen — Gail 
McKnight, Richard Stempien, 
Nancy Neal and Robert Wagner 
The recall election was held in 
September, 1978, and the four 
councilmen easily won the vote of 
confidence. ) 

Faust said he has no qualms that 
the meeting in any way over- 
stepped those ground rules set up 
at the beginning. 

Faust noted that the attorney 


general has already ruled that 
officials may meet in private to 
discuss recall drives against them, 
but added “I do think there have 
to be changes in the Open Meetings 
law so (it is spelled out that) of- 
ficials are entitled to meet to 
discuss recall.” 

Faust, a prime mover in passage 
of the Open Meetings Act. and 
proponent of all sorts of legislation 
requiring public disclosure and the 
opening of government to the 
people, said that the Open Meetings 
Act has been of great benefit to the 
people of Michigan, and he firmly 
supports it. 

But he doesn't think the law was 
appropriately applied in the 
Westland case 

He said citizens “at home” in 
Westland have been very fortunate 
to have the number and quality of 
people seeking office, people who 
devote many hours to the job. and 
such court action against elected 
officials could mean “no one will 


run 


Faust added that he believed the 
judge based his opinion on his 
belief that “the people there (at the 
meeting), lied. We didn’t lie.”

Many of you are familiar with our 
very successful “Kids, Don’t Go 
With Strangers’* program. It is a 
state-wide effort of the Michigan 
Fraternal Order of Police, now in its 
third year and is meant to provide a 
common-sense approach towards 
the personal safety of school 
children. 


What you may not have thought 
about is that many of our own 
members of the law enforcement 
community are parents, too. We 
know the trials and tribulations of 
raising children. And, like you, we 
want to ensure that our own children 
get a chance to grow up unharmed 
One of the hardest things a parent

has to do is explain to a child why he 
or she must be careful of strangers. I 
can assure you that it is even harder 
for a policeman-parent — with his 
first-hand knowledge of the results 
of child molestation cases — to talk 
with his own children reasonably 
and calmly. 

But we do; we have to. 

We have had to set down and 
rationalize our own fears before we 
could talk with our own children 
about this situation. In exploring our 
own feelings about a topic that 
cannot be impersonal to us — even 
when in the course of duty, it must 
be — we have come up with the 
approach that is widely used in 
“Kids, Don’t Go With Strangers’* 
presentations at local schools. 

As both a parent and a cop, I want 
to share it with you. First of all, 
because it is a well-thought-out, 
helpful approach. Secondly, you can 
gain some insight into how to use it, 
and reinforce it, with your own 
children. 

In class, we always discuss the 
subject of strangers calmly. You 
should do the same with your own 
child. There is no need to create 
alarm or fear, simply be firm. 

We make it a point to cover these 
aspects: 

— Never accept a ride from a 
stranger. Do not, ever, get into a 
strange car. 

— Don’t take money, candy, or 
gifts from strangers. Be polite, but 
firmly say “No.’* If the person 
persists, get away and find or tell a 
familiar adult. Try to remember 
details which will identify the 


person.

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Consumer comment 

Ask before signing

As Mrs. G explained it, her daughter was at- 
tracted to the health spa by the glamorous ad- 
vertisements. She had signed a contract she didn’t 
understand and was now being dunned for 
payments she wasn't aware she had to pay. Mrs. G 
called the Consumers Council Guideline to see what 
could he done. 

The consumer counselor explained that the young 
woman may have certain rights under the Con- 
sumer Protection Act, it the contract had be 
misrepresented to her. After explaining various 
other provisions of state and federal laws which 
could apply, the counselor recommended the 
woman consult an attorney. 

Unfortunately, as this case points out, some 
consumers find out the hard way that they should 
ask certain questioas before signing a contract with 
a health spa. these questions include: 

— Can you afford it 9 When considering the cost of 
membership, don’t forget to add any finance 
charges 

- Will you stick with the program? Many times 
consumers sign up, attend the spa a few times and 
never go hack. Keep in mind that getting your 
money’s worth depends on your willingness to in- 
vest time and effort as well as cash. 

— Does it have to cost a lot of money to get in 


— Are you able to begin a strenuous exercise 
program 7 If you have heart problems or are more 
than 35 years old, you may want to check with a 
doctor before you start an exercise program. 

— Is the salesperson using high pressure sales 
tactics? Beware of special offers which are ef- 
fective only the day you visit the spa. Some 
salespersons have been known to insist on signing 
up members on their first trial visit or refusing to 
let the consumer take the contract home to look it 
over. 

— Have you shopped around? Compare mem- 
bership costs and facilities, as well as the business 
reputations of several spas. The Attorney General’s 
Consumer Protection Division can tell if there have 
been any complaints filed against a spa. Its address 
is 525 W. Ottawa, Lansing, MI 40913. 

— Do you understand your payment obligations? 
Many of the contracts are non-transferrable and 
non-cancellable. Keep in mind a 10-year mem- 
bership will be worthless, if the spa goes out of 
business within a month or two. The contract also 
may be sold to a finance company or a bank, so you 
may have to pay, even if you didn’t get what you 
paid for or become physically unable to use the spa.

— Children should never talk to 
strangers Especially if they must 
touch you while they talk — or if they 
ask questions about where you live, 
or what you like or dislike. Again, 
get away and find a familiar adult 

— Don’t play alone in alleys or in 
empty or deserted buildings. 

— Tell parents, teachers, or police 
officers, if any stranger is loitering 
around play areas, or wants to join 
in your play. 

— Write down the license number 
of the car of any stranger who takes 
one of your friends for a ride; 
scratch it on the sidewalk or street 
with a stone, or in the dirt with a 
stick. 

— Children should never be alone. 
There is safety in numbers. Stay 
with friends, avoid walking or biking 
long distances by yourself. Avoid 
going to movies or events without 
friends or company. 

That’s as much as can be ac- 
complished during a class visit But 
you will note that even these things 
require some parental cooperation. 
There is noway of predicting when a 
child is going to run into a 
threatening situation. Parents 
should deal with a youngster’s self- 
protection as soon as the child is old 
enough to play outside the house 


Encourage your children to keep 
regular hours. Insist he or she keep 
in close touch with home, especially 
as the hour of the day grows later 
Home is the safest place after dark 

You, yourself, should make it a 
practice to know where your child 
plays, what routes he travels to and 
from school, the grocery store, or 
friends’ homes. 

And don’t be embarrassed about 
talking over this subject with your 
child For most parents, a very 
telling pause comes when your child 
listens, then looks up at vou and asks 
“Why?” 

Don’t hesitate. If your child, in 
your own opinion, is too young to 
understand, then speak in 
generalities. This topic can be done 
in stages as the youngster’s ability 
to comprehend grows through the 
years — and you can, and should, get 
more specific as time goes by 

I don’t know of a single police 
officer who doesn’t wish that more 
parents would try, very early, to 
develop a close talking relationship 
with their children. It encourages 
them to keep you fully informed 
about their friends, their activities, 
their whereabouts and all of the 
wondrous things of their childhood 
that can help you make them better 
adults; and, in turn, you a better 
parent.

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Legislation backs 
synthetic fuel aid 


Legislation, co-sponsored by 
Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District), to help launch a 
domestic synthetic fuel industry was 
approved recently in an over- 
whelming vote of the House of 
Representatives. 

Adopted 368 to 25, the legislation 
now goes to the Senate, where early 
action is anticipated. 

Congressman Ford explained that 
the bill extends authority already 
granted to the President by the 
Defense Production Act of 1950 to 
encourage production of energy. 

“Dwindling gasoline supplies and 
lengthening gas lines throughout the 
nation have already emphasized the 


crisis situation our nation is facing/* 
Congressman Ford said “Now, we 
have the latest price increase by the 
OPEC oil cartel, threatening to 
plunge the United States into a 
recession and guaranteeing further 
inflation. 

“We never will be able to resolve 
the problem so long as we depend 
upon the OPEC nations for 50 per- 
cent of our consumption. Synthetic 
fuels may enable us to declare our 
‘independence’ from OPEC’s 
economic throttlehold ” 

The legislation authorizes the 
President to offer loans, loan 
guarantees, price subsidies and 
construction subsidies in a crash 


program to promote the develop- 
ment of synthetic fuels. The 
President would be authorized to 
purchase up to 500,000 barrels a day 
for national defense needs 

“By guaranteeing both prices and 
a market for synthetic fuel, this bill 
would accelerate the development of 
synthetic energy plants, '* 
Congressman Ford said 

Synthetic fuel could be made from 
coal, shale or surplus farm products, 
he pointed out. 

“Coal is an especially good source, 
since we have adequate domestic 
supplies, and the technology already 
exists to convert it to liquid fuel. 


This would revitalize the coal in- 

dustry, providing many new jobs 
“Sulphur is removed in the con- 
version process,” he continued, 
“and becomes saleable, thus giving 
us an additional economic benefit In 
addition, the sulphur-free fuel would 
ease the burden on the auto industry 
in meeting emission standards 
“It seems to me that the United 
States has everything to gain, and 
nothing to lose, by an immediate 
crash program. We did it to get to 
the moon, and we can do it to solve 
the present dangerous situation, 
which finds us growing more and 
more dependent on other nations •” 


3 stellar constellations 
dominate July night skies 


In July, the night side 
of the earth faces out- 
wards from the sun 
towards the sum- 
mertime constellations 
where three bright stars 
appear just after dark, 
notes University of 
Michigan astronomy 
Prof. Richard G. Teske. 

All three — Arcturus, 
Vega and Antares — are 
larger and brighter than 
the sun. 

“Shining brightly just 
west of the overhead 
point, or zenith, in the 
constellation of Bootes 
is the yellow-red star 
Arcturus,” Teske said 
Now' 36 light years 
away from the earth, 
Arcturus is traveling at 
“a fast pace by 
astronomical stan- 
dards. The star is 
drifting in a south- 
westerly direction with 
a speed that will carry it 
across the sky a 
distance equal to half 
the width of the full 
moon in 400 years,” he 
explained. 

Rusty in color 
because it is slightly 
cooler than the sun, 
Arcturus is 20 times 
larger and 100 times 
brighter. Teske says 
astronomers refer to 
stars of this size as 
“giants/* 

“Arcturus makes a 
fine sight in the night 
sky/* he said. “But if we 
were to put our sun in its 
place, the sun would 
seem very faint and 
would be difficult to pick 
out from among other 
dim stars.” 

The U-M astronomer 
next points out Vega, 
located “jut east of the 
zenith, dominating the 
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The doctor 
doesn’t cut out 
anything. You 
cut out cigarettes. 

This simple 
surgery is the 
surest way to save 
you from lung 
cancer. And the 
American Cancer 
Society will help 
you perform it. 

We have free 
clinics to help you 
quit smoking.

constellation of Lyra.” 
This bright, whitish star 
is 26 light years away. 

Although 70 times 
brighter than the sun, 
Vega is only about three 
times as large. 

“Astronomers refer to 
it as a ‘main sequence* 
star to denote that it 
belongs with the great 
majority of ordinary 
stars in our galaxy,” 
TGeske said. “Our sun 
also is a type of star that 
is rather commonly 
found in space.” 

The third bright star, 
low in the southern sky, 
is ruddy Antares, the 
heart of the con- 
stellation of the Scor- 
pion, he continues. 

“A star much cooler 
than the sun, Antares is 
nearly 6,000 times 
brighter. Even though it 
lies so far away that its 


light takes 425 years to 
cross interstellar space 
to our eyes, its great 
luminosity makes 
Antares one of the more 
brilliant objects in 
earth’s sky. Such stars 
are so luminous that 
astronomers can easily 
photograph them in 
nearby galaxies.” 

“Called a ‘supergiant’ 
star because it is very 
large, Antares would 
extend beyond the orbits 
of all four inner planets 
if it were placed at the 
center of the solar 
system,” said teske. 

“Arcturus, Vega and 
the sun are similar 
because they derive the 
energy trhat enables 
them to shine by using a 
process of nuclear 
fusion in which atoms of 
hydrogen combine to 
form helium atoms,” he 
explained. This reaction 


goes on deep within 
their dense, hot cores 

“Antares already has 
consumed its central 
store of hydrogen fuel, 
astronomers believe, 
and now obtains its 
energy from another 
thermonuclear process 
which turns the ac- 
cumulated internal 
helium into atoms of 
still heavier chemical 
elements,” he noted 
“But store of such fuel is 
limited, and Antes has 
only a few more million 
years to live before it 
becomes a dying, fuel- 
starved star. 
Astronomically, this is a 
very short time. 

“In contrast, it is 
thought that our sun has 
enough hydrogen 
remaining to enable it to 
shine for perhaps 
another five billion 
years/’

501 4-100 Short Title: Uniform Traffic Code Amendment 
SECTION 

501.4- 200 CODE AMENDED 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and villages 
promulgated by the Commissioner of State Police on February 14, 1958 and 
published in Supplement No 13, and as amended both on February 14. 1961 
and published in Supplement No. 25, and on February 26, 1968 and published 
in Supplement No. 54, and on August 4, 1976 and published in Supplement No. 
88, to the 1954 Michigan Administrative Code, in accordance with Public Act 
62 of 1956, State of Michigan, previously adopted by reference by the City of 
Romulus as Chapter V, Article 1, is hereby amended as hereinafter set forth. 

SECTION 

501.4- 300 CHANGES IN CODE 

The following sections and sub-sections of the Uniform Traffic Code 
for Cities, Townships and Villages are hereby amended and additional 
sections or sub-sections are added as indicated. Subsequent section numbers 
used in this ordinance shall refer to the like numbered sections of the 
Uniform Traffic Code. 

a. Section 1.006a After Section 1.006 add Section 1.006a as follows: 

Section 1 006a. Civil Infraction. 

“Civil Infraction” means an act or omission prohibited by law which is 
not a crime as defined in Section 5 of Act No. 308 of the Public Acts of 1931 , as 
amended, being Section 750.5 of the Michigan Compiled Laws, and for w hich 
civil sanctions may be ordered 

b. Section 1 045. After Section 1.044 add Section 1.045as follows: 

Section 1.045. Vehicle Code. 

“Vehicle Code” means Act No 300 of the Public Acts of 1949, as amen- 
ded, being Sections 257 1 to 257.923 of the Michigan Compiled Laws 

c. Section 9.3. Section amended to read: 

Section 9.3. Penalties. 

Any provision of this ordinance which describes an act or omission 
which constitutes a civil infraction under the terms of the Michigan Vehicle 
Code, being 1949 P. A. 300 as amended, shall be processed as a civil infraction 
and any person found to have committed a civil infraction may be ordered to 
pay a civil fine of not more than $100 and costs in accordance with section 907 
of the Michigan Vehicle Code. 

Violation of any other provision of this ordinance not constituting a civil 
infraction, as herein provided, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than 
$100 or imprisonment for not more than 90 days or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

SECTION 

501.4- 400 Conflicting Provisions Repealed. 

Should any section, clause or provision of this ordinance be 

declared by the Court to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
this ordinance as a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so declared 
to be invalid 

SECTION 

501.4- 500 Effective Date. 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon 
publication in a newspaper of general circulation.

The 
rules will be in effect for 180 days and may be 
extended an additional 180 days if necessary. 

About 30 percent of the gas pumps in our state 
primarily in the U P. can’t compute prices above 
$9.99. If gas continues to rise (and there is little 
indication to assume otherwise) these pumps 
will need converters installed to reflect the 
accurate price per gallon and total price. 

The problem is that there are well over l 
million pumps in the U S. that will have to be 
converted and, the manufacturer can only 
produce 400,000 converters per year. However, 


there are metric boxes available right now if 
people are interested in selling gas by the litre. 

At any rate, officials of the Dept, of 
Agriculture have said the rules will probably be 
extended for an additional 180 days. State law 
requires that gas pumps display the unit price of 
gas and be capable of computing and indicating 
the total price of the sale. 

Since a number of these pumps can’t compute 
a unit price more than 99.9 cents per gallon, it 
will be illegal for stations to use these pumps 
when gasoline reaches $1 or more. 

Gasoline is already in short supply and illegal 
pumps would mean that whole areas would be 
prevented from buying gas at all. 

Under the emergency rules, service station 
owners will have to modify their pumps through 
conversion gear boxes or new equipment to 


indicate the full price and compute the total sale. 
About 70 percent of the pumps in the state do 
have price capabilities of $10.00 and pricing by 
the gallon will be permitted as long as gasoline 
and diesel fuel are priced at even tenths of a 
cent. 

It is important that you be aware of these rules 
to avoid a lot of confusion when you pull into the 
station tofill up your tank. In short, the rules are 
necesary so that the consumer knows exactly 
how much gas he has purchased and exactly how 
much it will cost. 

'Die Agriculture Department has been keeping 
close tabs on the price of gas and these rules are 
not premature. We have just learned that OPEC 
has raised its prices and the increase will soon be 
seen at the pump. I think it is important that 
consumers be aware of these rules and conserve 
as much as they can. 


For the fifth time in his 2 * l £-year term, President Carter spoke 
to the American people this week on the energy crisis and what 
we, as Americans, have to do to eliminate this “monkey on our 
backs”. 

Some have criticized the President, calling his 10-day domestic 
energy summit and the resulting speech a move to strengthen his 
bid for re-election. We cannot agree. While the forcefulness of Mr. 
Carter's speech may bolster his image among Americans, its 
content is not something to be taken lightly. 

Some have tagged the speech as a sermon, something we don't 
need. We disagree. We have become a nation of disbelievers. 
Maybe, like the Apostle Thomas who put his hand in Jesus's side 
before he would believe in the Resurrection, we need to put our 
hand in an empty gas tank before we will comprehend the 
problems that are besetting us. 

What the President is asking us to do is not impossible. When 
World War II cut off our supply of natural rubber, scientists came 
up with, and rather quickly, synthetic rubber that kept the war 
effort rolling. We can cut our gasoline and fuel consumption, we 
know that. It happened during the Arab oil embargo. But the 
question is how will we trim our usage... voluntarily or forcibly? 

It is our belief that the only way to effectively trim our energy 
needs is voluntarily. Rationing, whether by coupon books or an 
odd-even means, would cut our gas usage. But by voluntarily 
trimming energy consumption, we, as a nation, will learn the 
lesson that needs to be taught to this generation.. .We can do it on 
our own. 

The world is a stage and the United States is on it. We are being 
scrutinized closely by other nations to see if we are up to the task 
ahead. Whether we pass or fail will depend on how we respond to 
the challenge. 

We know the American people as a whole can handle the test 
easily, but we wonder if they are willing. It is far easier to sit back 
and blame the energy crisis on the oil companies and OPEC, then 
to place the responsibility squarely on our shoulders. 

The United States is the largest energy user in the world, 
cornering 29 percent of the market. Other countries quickly point 
to us as a good example of gas guzzling, but in the first6 months of 
this year we have trimmed our energy consumption by .3 percent. 
The figure is small, but should not be disregarded. Those other 
countries’ energy consumption has increased by .7 percent. 

Mr. Carter has in effect declared war on our foreign energy 
dependence. And it is time we join in that effort. 

Volunteer to battle the energy crisis, don’t wait to be “drafted” 
through a rationing program. What we do now will determine the 
life our children will be able to lead. If we continue to be 
“fuelish”, the next generation will have none. If we are wise, they 
will have the good life we plan for them. 

It has been more than 15 years since President John F. Kennedy 
said: “Ask not what your country can do for you, ask what you 
can do for your country.” It’s time we all stop being self-centered 
and start doing our fair share. Are you ready for the battle? We 
are.

It never fails to amaze me. How often two 
humans are on opposite sidet of an issue, but on 
the same side. 

A wise man once said that in any argument, 
there are almost always two people right. 

Well a political observer of events in Western 
Wayne County could certainly testify to that. 

A look at the communities of this area would 
reveal that about the only thing most leaders 
have in common is a dislike for Detroit and its 
Mayor Coleman Young who so often represents a 
barrier to local growth. 

On the issue of ‘Super Sewer’, opponents and 
proponents alike have conceded that benefits to 
local economies could follow the installation of 
that project; how it would be installed is still a 
stumbling block. 

On the issue of Metro Airport and its impact on 
this area, everyone is quick to accept the 
potenUal economic growth that could follow the 
effective exploitation of the airport’s natural 
drawing power; most efforts relative to the 
airport, so far, have been spent in lamenting the 
noise and pollution of arriving and departing 
planes. 

On the issue of developing downtown Wayne, 
city fathers are wringing their hands while 
neighboring communities are still wondering 


what happened to that prosperous little town 
which provided such a pleasant and convenient 
place to do the family shopping. 

In Canton, newly arrived families are the first 
to urge the closing of the door to further 
residential growth, apparently saying that the 
town was too small until they arrived, then 
magically it became too large. 

In Inkster, arguments are raging over a 
possible change of the city’s charter to provide 
for a Strong-Mayor type of government for the 
once sleepy village. While both sides of that issue 
are devoted to the community and its eventual 
resurrection, they stand sharply divided on the 
vehicle for achieving that goal. 

In Westland, the slumbering giant, it is politics 
as usual. To the casual observer of the scene, it 
appears that the principal product of that town is 
political intrigue, where to be elected to office is 
to have to play ball with the ‘big guys’ in the big 
time. Wonder what ever happened to non- 
partisian politics when unpolished dedicated 
people often made mistakes trying to improve 
the town. Today, while the mistakes are still with 
us, it is the super slick machine politicians who 
are making them Perhaps some Westland 
politicians would be better served in Taylor 
where everyone understands the rules of the 
game. 


In Romulus, the newly elected Mayor William 
Oakley has just about finished up his first term 
and the de-emphasis of Troutt’ style politics has 
been less painful than first thought. 

While the behind the scenes dealing is still a 
part of the program there, new blood for the 
city’s ailing image is desperately needed lest the 
old blood once again come on the scene. 

In Belleville, life just goes on. Small town 
living at its best could be even better if the state 
would get off its ‘duff and enforce its non- 
pollution rules that could go a long way toward 
cleaning up their lovely lake in their downtown 
district. 

In Van Buren, the struggle to head off con- 
tinuing attempts by neighbors to annex a portion 
of the township, continues. 

Unless that community soon approves a 
change to ‘charter township’ status, Van Buren 
could end up the size of Belleville, and Romulus 
and Belleville could end up with all of Van 
Buren’s industry and new development. Even 
these developments which the Van Buren of- 
ficials went to jail to protest. 

But while Western Wayne County is diverse in 
opinion, politics and temperament, with the 
exception of Westland it is still a better place to 
live than Taylor. 

Westland is still better tnan Detroit.

Yet it should be remembered, even in the shock following a 
plane crash, that our country has the finest and safest air tran- 
sportation system in the world. 

Ours is the most mobile population in the world, and we 
routinely put our lives into the hands of those who guide the air 
travel system in the air and on the ground. 

We assume that we are safe, and more than 99.9 percent of the 
time we are safe. Of the 286,000,000 commercial passenger airline 
boardings in the U.S. last year, only 153 people did not reach their 
destination, according to the National Transportation Safety 
Board. 

On May 25, 1979, near Chicago’s O’Hare Field, 273 people did not 
reach their destination — Los Angeles. 

They must not be considered merely as statistics, for they were 
living human beings. But we should not forget that the U.S. Jias a 
near-perfect system of commercial aviation, with high 
technology and the skills of tens of thousands of people. 

It is because we have the best and safest system in the world 
that all concerned should work together whenever an accident 
does occur First, complete solutions to particular problems must 
be sought and implemented, further improvements that can 
make the system work better must be made and, finally, 
whenever the state of the art can produce even safer conditions, 
nothing less should be tolerated

'Old Jed 
Brown '

As the inflation spiral twists to even 
higher planes I find myself getting 
frightened because my kids’ father doesn’t 
have an old Jed Brown who owes him 
money. 

Believe it or not, I would have gone 
hungry when I was a little girl if it hadn’t 
been for “old Jed Brown.” 

“Old Jed Brown” owed my father a 
fairly substantial bit of money. When the 
depression hit he reneged on his debt, even 
while continuing to live high He was a 
whiner and he was always telling anyone 
who would listen how poor he was, but he 
still lived in a big, beautiful home, and 
drove the fanciest car in town. 

However, my dad was a smart man . . . 
and a very good poker player. And “old 
Jed Brown” was a sucker for poker. 

One day my mother ran from the kitchen 
into the living room where my dad was 
reading the newspaper. 

“We were down to rock bottom,” she 
cried. “The only thing in this house to eat 
is a jar of dill pickles.” And she shook the 
jar in my dad’s face. 

My dad, who liked to eat, unwound from 
his chair and loped off to the kitchen. He 
opened up cupboard doors, peeked into the 
pantry and then finally said, “Well, I guess 
I’d better go uptown and play some 
poker.” 

“Old Jed Brown” was easy to find and 
the poker winnings got us a beefsteak 
supper with plenty of vitamins. 

“Old Jed Brown” was good for other 
things too, besides food There was the day 
when my mother and father were going to 
a wedding. The dress had be whipped up 
out of something my mother had tucked 
away in her dresser drawer for better 
times, but she couldn’t whip up a pair of 
shoes. 

So my father went up to Main Street to 
buy a pair of fancy slippers 

“Old Jed Brown” never knew that he 
almost got his debt paid off in the three or 
four years the depression hung heavy on 


that little Idaho town. If he did know, he 
never let on, but happily fell into the poker 
game every time my dad bumped into him 
up on Main Street. And my dad’s kids 
never went hungry. 

There are a lot of things I remember 
about those depression years, besides “Old 
Jed Brown,” although he figured 
prominently in one of my favorite 
remem berances. 

It was towards the end of the depression 
and Old Jed must have been almost paid 
up, that soft spring evening when my 
father got a yen to play some poker He 
danced his little jig in the kitchen which 
was his way of telling us he felt lucky, 
kissed my mother goodbye and went 
whistling off for Main Street. 

My best friend and I were sitting on the 
back porch a w hile later when we heard his 
merry whistle intermingled with the soft 
‘moo’ of a cow. Springing from the porch 
swing we ran out onto the sidewalk, and 
there was my father whistling away, 
pulling a reluctant cow. When he saw us he 
grinned and said “Look what I won from 
“old Jed Brown” at poker tonight ” 

My mother almost died. She had happily 
gone to the farm a few years before and 
chased cows, prayed for cows, and milked 
cows, but she could not for the life of her 
see how* town has a place for cows. 

“It will come in handy,” my father said, 
and tethered the beast to the corner of the 
garage. 

When I came home from school the next 
day the cow was gone My mother pulled 
me into the bedroom, hushing me all the 
way. 

“Look,” she whispered, unfolding the 
wrappers from a box, where nestled in the 
tissue was the most beautiful, the most 
exquisite commencement gown a girl 
could ever have longed for. 

“Where did you get it?” I gasped in awe 

“Well you might say “Old Jed Brown” 
bought it for you,” she grinned. 

“I sold the cow!” 


Parents forget If they could only 
remember, they wouldn’t get so hurt. 

They forget how exciting it is to wear the 
battle scars of summer Bumps, bruises, 
cuts, scrapes are children’s medals of 
courage They wear them proudly with 
honor and thev expect special recognition 
for each wound. For each scab has its own 
story which can be told and retold until it 
disappears. 

A parent sees a cast on a child’s arm as 
representing a fractured bone They 
worry, will it heal correctly? They hurt 
inside remembering the child's pain 

A child sees a cast as a very important 
status symbol It means that he will return 
to school in the fall an instant “hero”. 
Until that cast is removed the story of his 
heroic feat can be repeated to all of his 
very interested peers After the cast is 
removed he will still have wonderful op- 
portunities to again relate this experience, 
even into adulthood But, parents forget. 
They only think of the pain and agony 
involved so they are hurt. 

Parents forget the thrill of a scab. First 
there is the watching and waiting for the 
big scab to form. Then at the right moment 
the agony and ectasy of picking that scab. 
Then comes the silent excitement of 
watching the blood drip dow f n their leg or 
elbow until they are sure that they will 
bleed to death when miraculously the 


blood clots and a new smaller scab is 
formed Then the whole process starts all 
over again until the wound is healed 

This w r hole thrilling process is forgetten 
by parents and so it makes them sick. 
Children love it. 

When my daughter is inflicted with a 
new scrape I allow her to play the leading 
role It is her show. My role as a parent is 
to quietly control her performance ac- 
cording to the size of her infliction. I must 
allow her to over rate her wound, or God 
forbid, under rate it 

Today she came running in the back 
door with two hloody knees, the result of a 



battle with the sidewalk The sidewalk 
won. 

Her eyes were filled with tears showing 
us both the exact amount of pain involved. 
While I applied first aid she recalled the 
ordeal detail by detail. All the while 1 was 
nodding and making sympathetic noises to 
show my understanding and sympathv. 
Then it was time for her to pick the type of 
bandage that she would wear on her 
wounds This is very important. Would it 
be the purple Band-Aid with green air- 
planes or the red Band-Aid with blue stars. 
She chose one of each. Kids love Band- 
Aids. 

Three kisses and she was off limping 
proudly down the sidewalk, out into the 
sunset. I was left alone on the porch . 
alone and hurt.

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Lawmakers must approve q | 


Detroit subway's funding 


Tlie Slate Legislature 
must approve each 
phase of the proposed 
Detroit subway system 
before funds for that 
phase can be expended, 
according to a rulled by 
State Att. Gen. Frank 
Kelley July 12. 

In an opinion 
requested by State Rep. 
Robert C. Law (R- 
Westland), Kelley ruled 
that the Department of 
Transportation may not 
spend $1 million ear- 
marked for preliminary 
subway engineering 
unless the legislature 
approves a concurrent 
resolution ap- 
propriating the funds. 

The $1 million was 
included in the 1979-80 
public transportation 
program, presently in 
conference committee. 

In his opinion Kelley 

stated: " before any 

funds can be expended 
for either the 
preliminary or final 
construction en- 
gineering plans or the 
construction of a sub- 
way system within the 
area of SEMTA, the 
legislature also must 
approve the expenditure 
by a separate con- 
current resolution.” 

He further wrote that 
“whenever any ad- 
ditional program for the 
subway is presented, 
the legislature must 
vote separately upon 
such program.” 

Law, a member of the 
House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on 
Transportation, said the 
opinion was a guarantee 
that a cautious, well 
reasoned approach to 
the Detroit subway 
would prevail. 

“I agree completely 
with the Attorney 
General’s reading of the 
statute, and I am happy 
with his ruling that the 
legislation must ap- 
prove each and every 
step of the proposed 
subway,” he said. 

Law said that when 
the transportation 
package was approved 
last year, the legislature 
wrote into law that the 
House and Senate would 
have to pass a con- 
current resolution in 
order to appropriate 
funds for the subway.

The Wayne County 
Department of Social 
Services has moved its 
24-hour emergency 
services headquarters 
into the Child and Youth 
District Office at 801 
New Baltimore, Detroit. 

R.B. Shelton, director 
of the Wayne County 
DSS, said telephone 
numbers will remain 
the same for the 24-hour 
emergency services, 
located for the last two 
years in the Michigan 
Plaza. The telephone 
numbers are 256-9661 
and 256-1510. 

Shelton said the move 
was made to make the 
services more ac- 
cessible to persons 
utilizing public tran- 
sportation. 

Provided under 24- 
hour emergency ser- 
vices are protective 
services for children 
and adults who are 
neglected or abased. 


However, the 
legislative prerogative 
to vote on the subway 
issue was called into 
question when the 
House began debate on 
the transportation 
package in May. 

“There was a real 
question that it we 
approved the tran- 
sportation program, 
which included subway 
funds, we might be 
agreeing to build a 
subway in Detroit 
without ever debating 
the issue,” Law said. 

He explained that 


according to law, the 
entire package must be 
approved or rejected 
without amendments. 

“I requested an At- 
torney General’s 
opinion to clarify the 
questions, and he has 
done so to my 
satisfaction,” Law said. 
“SEMTA has estimated 
that the subway’s 
operating deficit would 
reach $75 million an- 
nually by the early 
1990s. The deficit would 
be made up by raising 
taxes, not through ef- 
ficiency and greater 


riders hip. 

“This is one of the 
most important issues 
the Legislature will act 
upon and I think we 
must debate it 
thoroughly each step of 
the way. 

“At this point I am 
simply not convinced 
that a subway in Detroit 
would be in the best 
interests of the citizens 
of this state,” he con- 
tinued. “But it is in their 
best interests to 
examine this proposal 
thoroughly and con- 
tinually.”

Your tomatoes may now be coming 
infected with a fungus called Early 
Blight. 

Early Blight effect both seedlings and 
older plants. On mature plants, leaf 
spotting is the most common symp- 
tom causing premature leaf drop and 
sunscald and poor production of 
fruit. The spots are characteristically 
made up of a series of concentric 
rings or a ‘Bullseye.’ Fruit may also 
be effected — developing a leathery 
blackened spot around the stem. 
Early Blight may be controlled by 
spraying the fungicide Maneb ac- 
cording to package directions. 
However, it can be minimized by 
cultural practices. The fungus over- 
winters on old plant stems, etc. 
which should be removed from the 
site yearly. Plants should be watered 
from below as wet foliage increases 
the chances of this disease.

Willie Williams is a fighter. 

And he was smart enough to know when to hang up his gloves. 
Few boxers have the guts to admit that their mission in the ring is 
over until the final ten second count. 

The 49-year-old Williams who grew up in Inkster and was 
graduated from Inkster High learned, like most kids growing up, 
that when you have two solid fists in front of you, few mess around 
with you. 

But Williams liked putting on gloves and he wound up at Kronk 
Recreation in Detroit where such men as the immortal Joe Louis 
and the present Michigan sensation. Tommy Heames, first got 
their boxing opportunities. 

"I had my fun and my share of the limelight," Williams said 
during a telephone conversation on Monday. He won 30 of his 34 pro 
bouts, then something happened in Norfolk, Virginia in 1954 that 
brought Williams’s boxing career to an abrupt halt. 

In fact, Willie remembers the exact date, July 1 . 

"I had been considering leaving the ring because there had been 
a couple of sensational deaths that year. But it was the bout with 
Malcolm DeWitt that settled it." 

Williams took a blow to the head that caused internal bleeding. It 
was after the loss that he decided to end his career as a pro boxer. 
Hegot a job as a X-Ray technician with the Wayne County General 
Hospital and put in 27 years with the county hospital. 

But, as is the case with many athletes, he couldn’t leave the ring 
completely. Williams has joined forces with one of Inkster’s 
prominent citizens, Lafayette Allen Jr. They have organized 
"Professional Pugilistic Promoters Inc." And in connection with 
promoting bosing, Williams and Allen are putting together an 
amateur boxing night at the Inkster Recreation Complex on 
Middlebelt, a mile north of Michigan Avenue.The program will 
feature some of the up-and-coming young boxers of the country. 

"There is a renaissance in boxing throughout the country, and I 
am certain that it will rub off here. We will be promoting amateurs 
who are well know throughout the midwest." 

Williams’ first-night card scheduled for 8 p.m., July 27, includes a 
pair of heavyweights: Scott Mahan, the 1979 AAU champion out of 
Detroit vs. Michael Couzens of Freemont, Ohio. The 10-fight 
program also will feature heavyweights Willie Edwards and Dino 
Guzzi of Southgate; featherweights - Joey Johnson of Melvindale 
vs. Melvin Medirino of Lansing; Bemie Bolden, Jr. Golden Gloves 
champ who won titles in 1974, ’75 and ’76 from Detroit vs. Scott 
Miservich from Lansing. 

"Anyone who has followed the fighting game knows of or has 
heard of these fighters. And they are not slouches - these kids can 
fight." 

What is behind Williams’ plan. Is it financial? 

"Not really - what I would like to see is that these fights become 
an avenue for the participants to make their way to the Olympics. 
It is also a means of keeping fighting where it belongs - in a ring." 

Williams points out that boxing IS a dangerous sport. 

"As a sport, as a manly art of self-defense, there isn’t anything 
like it," Williams continues. "But the fans look for offense. OF- 
FENSE. Meaning knockout or TKO. And that’s what causes the 
problems. The killer instinct ruins the game. 

‘There is noother sport in the world I know of that has the same 
purpose boxing has- that is to render a man unconscious for ten 
seconds." 

Articulate - Williams is in real estate and owns a University of 
Michigan degree and also is a licensed (by the Michigan Boxing 
Commission) promoter for professional and amateur boxing. 

Williams’s first marriage produced daughters, but no sons to 
follow in his footsteps into the ring. He has remarried. 

But if Williams had a son would he permit him to take up boxing 
as a career? 

"Managing and training takes a lot of patience," Williams said, 
the kind of patience I do not have. "If I had a son I would not en- 
courage him to box, however, if he decided he wanted to box I 
would be in his corner to the end."

I head lettuce, cut in fork-size pieces or several cups 
leaf lettuce

tablespoons minced onion 

1 tablespoon snipped fresh herbs ( parsley, dill, etc. ) 

5 bacon slices, diced 
• i cup bacon fat 

' i cup vinegar ( 1 prefer wine vinegar) 

I teaspoon dry mustard 

I I •• teaspoons granulated sugar ( I use more) 

1 1 teaspoon salt 

1 4 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 

1 * teaspoon garlic salt 

2 hard-cooked eggs, chopped 

Combine lettuce, scallions and herbs in a salad bowl. 
Fry bacon in skillet over low heat until crisp, pouring 
off fat as it cooks. Drain bacon; crumble into salad 
bowl. Return » i cup bacon fat to skillet; add vinegar, 
mustard, sugar, salt, pepper and garlic salt. Bring to 
rolling boil, stirring Immediately pour over salad; 
toss well, Sprinkle with hard-cooked eggs; serve at 
once. Makes 4 generous servings.

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Ah, summertime! The 
spring planting rush is 
ever and the bulk of the 
harvest is yet to come. 
But there's still plenty 
to do in the lawn and 
garden this month. 
Michiga n State 
University Extension 
specialists say the 
following activities are 
timely in July : 

— Watch for aphids 
and leafhoppers 
r'- v < damaging honeylocust 
^ ^ and maple. Give 
ladybugs and other 
natural predators a 
to control 
aphids. (Any spray you 
use against the aphids 
will also kill their 
enemies.) In severe 
cases, use a malathion 
spray. For leafhoppers, 
use Sevin. 

— Lacebugs on an- 
azalea and 
sycamore may be 
controlled with 
malathion or Sevin 
sprayed on the un- 
dersides of the leaves. 

— A general yellowing 
of foliage on spruce and 
. - hemlock may indicate 
spider mite problems. 
Shake branches over 
white paper paper to 
reyeal the tiny pests as 
^ r , moving, barely visible 
specks. A kelthane 
spray should control 
them. ~~ 

— Sycamores, oaks 
and other trees that 
have lost leaves to 
anthracnose should be 
watered and fertilized to 
stimulate them / to 
produce new foliage. 

— — Fertilize trees 
before- Aug. 1. Fer- 
tilizing later may 
stimulate new growth 
that will be susceptible 
to. winter injury. 

During dry 
weather, water trees 
and shrubs thoroughly 
ohee a week, especially 
newly planted ones. 

— Check daily on 
- hduseplants set outside 
for the summer. Plants 
.in clay pots may need 
watering once or twice a 
day. Plants may also 
become infested with 
insects or infected by 
mildew or other plant 
diseases. Control pests 
as soon as you detect 
them to keep them from 
getting out of hand. 

— Cut back poinsettia 
shoots to about four 
inches. Cuttings may be 
rooted to produce new, 
blooming plants by 
Christmas. 

— Control perennial 
weeds like bentgras, 
quackgrass and tall 
fescue now, especially if 
I'lre planning on 
rating ah old lawn 
or seeding a new one in 
August or September. 
Use lawn herbicides 
carefully to avoid in- 
juring trees, shrubs, 
flowers and garden 
crops. 

— To get Zoysia grass 
out of your lawn, kill it 
with a systemic her- 
bicide and remove the 
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Lawn and garden guide for July 


up the grass crowns and 
kills the grass in spots 
around the lawn. 
Damaged grass pulls up 
easily, and a brown, 
sawdust-like material 
can be found in the 
crown The best time to 
spray for billbugs is 
May. Diazinon applied 
now may offer some 
control, however. 

— Fungus diseases of 
lawns often show up in 
hot weather. Get expert 
help to identify turf 
problems before you try 
to treat them. 

— Give light ap- 
plications of nitrogen to 
lawns with fusarium 
blight — one-half pound 
actual nitrogen per 

1,000 square feet — 
every three to four 
weeks, and frequent 
light waterings. 

— To keep cucumbers 
producing, harvest 
fruits as soon as they’re 
ready. 

— Check tomatoes for 
aphids, fruitworms, 
homworms and slugs. 
Spray with malathion to 
control aphids. Sevin or 
malathion at the bases 
of plants will give some 
control of fruitworms. 
(Once they are feeding 
inside the fruit, the 
damage is done.) Hand 
pick hornworms and 
destroy them. Reduce 
the slug problem by 
removing mulch and 
garden debris that 
provide cover for them. 
Use slug traps — boards 
laid on the ground 
between the rows, or 
saucers of beer set in 
the garden at night. 
Slugs attracted to the 
beer will crawl in and 
drown. Slugs that take 
cover under the boards 
can be destroyed during 
the day. 

— Sidedress 
vegetables with 
nitrogen at one pound 
per 1,000 square feet. 
Hold off on tomatoes, 
peppers, eggplant and 
squash — fertilize them 
only after they have set 
some fruit. Too much 
nitrogen before fruit set 
will cause a flush of 
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foliage growth at the 
expense of flowers and 
fruits. 

— Water tomatoes, 
peppers, eggplant and 
summer squash 
thoroughly and often 
enough to protect them 
against wide variations 
in soil moisture. (How 
often will depend on how 
much rain we get and 
how well your soil holds 
moisture.) This is your 
best defense against 
blossom end rot. 

— Water other garden 
crops once a week 
during dry periods so 
the soil is wet to a depth 
of at least six inches. 

— Spray tomato 
plants with Maneb, 
Zineb, captan or an all 
purpose garden 
fungicide labeled for 
tomatoes to control 
early and late blight and 
anthracnose. To avoid 
such problems next 
year plant disease- 
resistant varieties. 

— Transplant cab- 
bage, cauliflower and 
broccoli; and seed 
lettuce, onion, beets, 
beans spinach and 
radishes for a fall crop. 
Plan on storing some 
beets, carrots, cabbage, 
onions and potatoes. 
They keep well under 
home storage con- 
ditions. 

— Pick faded flowers 
and seedpods from the 


larger marigolds, 
pansies, cosmos, 
snapdragons and zin- 
nias to keep them 
blooming all summer. 
Moss rose (portulaca), 
petunia, verbena, 
dianthus and annual 
phlox do not need this 
help. Petunias, 


however, will benefit 
from having long, 
straggly stems cut 
back. This encourages 
them to send out side 
shoots and promotes 
flowering. 

— Use malathion or 
Orthene to control 
severe aphids in- 
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BUSINESS? or PLEASURE?

— If you haven't 
already mulched your 
roses, do it now. 

— Continue a disease 
and insect control 
program for roses.

after they’ve finished 
blooming. Discard any 
infested with iris borers.

Michigan parks 
offer everything 
under the pines 


A glimpse at the north when 
lumber was king, peeks at moose 
and wolves on a Lake Superior 
island, and classical music amid the 
pines await visitors to Michigan's 
network of state and national 
recreation lands, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Pram primitive Upper Peninsula 
campsites to modern urban-area 
partes, Michigan offers something 
for everyone this summer. 

A replica of a lflth Century nor- 
thern Michigan logging camp and a 
giant collection of artifacts in- 
cluding a "big wheel" once used to 
skid logs out of the forest draw 
history buffs to the Lower Penin- 
sula's Hartwick Pines State Park 
near Grayling. The park also con- 
tains the last stand at virgin white 
and red pine in Lower Michigan, 
saved from the axe by a lum- 
berman's wife. 

A chance to see herds of moose 
and predaceous wolves draws 
thousands of visitors annually to Isle 
Royale. It is the only island national 
park in the contiguous 48 states and 
is located 73 miles north of Houghton 
in Lake Superior. 

Campers and hikers frequently 
see deer, coyote, fox and even black 
bear in the 98, 000-acre Porcupine 
Mountains State Park near On- 
tonagon, and in the 19,000-acre state 
park containing the picturesque 
Upper and Lower Tahquamencn 

While visitors are unlikely to see 
anything wilder than ground and 
tree squirrels at Interlochen State 
Park south of Traverse City, they 
might encounter the strains of 
“Peter and The Wolf," "The 
Firebird," or "Swan Lake" al the 
adjacent National Music Camp. 

At other state lands, the accent is 
on picnics, swimming and fun In 
some of Michigan’s 10,000 inland 
lakes. 

The 600-foot sandy shoreline at 
Pontiac Lake Recreation Area near 
Pontiac is billed as the state's 
largest man-made inland lake 
beach. 

Other expansive inland beaches 
include Aloha State Park’s 9,900-foot 
shore on . Mullet Lake near 
Cheboygan; the mile-long sand and 
grass shoreline at Higgins Lake 
State Park near Roscommon; the 
500- and 300-foot beaches of Island 
Lake Recreation Area near 
Brighton, and the 1,400-foot beach on 
Lake Charlevoix in Young State 


Park near Boyne City. 

Detrolt-area bathers and pic- 
nickers gather at the Huron-Clintam 
Metro park beaches at Metropolitan 
Beach on Lake St. Clair near Mount 
Clemens, Stony Creek Metropark 
near Utica, and at Kensington 
Metropark near Milford. 

Formerly an Army post. Fort 
Crater Recreation Area near Battle 
Creek offers 3,963 acres of rolling 
woodlands and fields for day hikers. 

For sun-drenched Great lAket 
sand, check out crescent-shaped 
Tawas Point State Park on Tawas 
Bay and Bay City State Park on 
Saginaw Bay in Lake Huron, or 
Sterling State Park on Lake Erie's 
Brest Bay. 

Fine examples of "Huron dunes’’ 
await visitors to Rogers City's PH. 
Hoeft and CasevilTe’s Albert E. 
Sleeper state parks along Lake 
Huron while miles of squeaky 
"sugar sand” delight beachcombers 
at Holland, Grand Haven, Ludlngton 
and Muskegon state perks on Lake 
Michigan. 

Examples of Lake Michigan's 
sandy bluffs Include the world’s 
largest shifting sand dunes, reached 
via hiking train or auto at the 61,680- 
acre Sleeping Bear Dunes National 
Lakeshore near Glen Haven. Others 
are at Warren Dunes State Park 
south of St. Jooeph. 

State recreation lands have 
provided anglers access to some of 
this state's best Ashing lakes, with 
many near major cities. 

Yankee Springs Recreation Area 
between Grand Rapids and 
Kalamazoo offers 10 lakes for 
fishing while Hayes State Perk 
southeast of Jackson has fishing on 
two takes set among the verdant 
Irish Hills. 

Barely a dozen miles from each 
other, Newaygo State Park on the 
Muskegon River’s Hardy Dam pond 
Is a hotspot for walleyes and nor- 
thern pike, while White Cloud State 
Park Is only three miles from the 
White River, a top ateelhead trout 
stream. 

Big game anglers after salmon 
can launch boats at many parks 
bordering the Great Lakes, in- 
chiding J.W. Wells State Park, near 
the Cedar River in the Upper 
Peninsula's Menominee County. 

These sites are Just samples of the 
unique offerings of Michigan’s 
federal and state lands. This year, 
an estimated 34 million persons will 
visit them to relax among the trees.
